EXPERTS’ REPORT 


NOT MADE PUBLIC 


Coroner Withholds Their 
Opinions on Tetanus Cases. 


RECEIVED FRIDAY MORNING 


BACTERIOLOGISTS WERE ‘TH- 
PLOYED AT CITY’S EXPENSE. 


The Statement of the Result of Their 
Investigations Is in the Nature 
of a Public Document. 


The report of the three expert bacteriolo- 
gists on their examination of the city anti- 
toxin which caused the deaths of 13 chil- 
dren from tetanus, is being withheld from 
the public by Coroner Funkhouser, who re- 
ceived it Friday morning. 

The coroner was in his office for only 10 
minutes Saturday morning. Deputy Cor- 
oner Fitzsimmons, who was in charge in, 
his absence, said he did not know where 
the report was. 

The report was rendered by the bacteri- 
ologists, Drs. Bolton, Walden and Fish, at- 
ter an investigation lasting for two weeks. 
The three experts were employed by Coro- 
ner Funkhouser at the city’s expense, and 
their report is in the nature of a public doc- 
ument. 

This finding of the experts conflicts with 
the testimony of Dr. Ravold, city bac- 
teriologist, who stated on the witness stand 
that the serum drawn on Sept. 30, presuma- 
bly impure, was all destroyed.

Fair Offictals’ Problem Increased by 
Suburban’s Application to Use 
the Thoroughfare. 


Since the acquisition of the Washington 
University grounds as @ part of the World's 
Fair site, plans for dispossessing the tran- 
sit company of its tracks along Skinker 
road, which separaies Forest Park frora t"e 
university grounds, have been under con- 
sideration by the Fair officials.

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EDUCATIONAL VALUE OF FOOTBALL. 


Prof. Woodward of Washington University made some strong 
points in favor of football in Friday's Post-Dispatch. He re- 
gards it not merely as a popular sport for you’ = men, but as a 
potent factor in the developing of physical, mental and moral 
excellence. 

Referring to Dr. Thwing’s analysis of the good effects of foot- 
ball, he says tt represents the inexorable, that is, the thing that 
must be done in the right way at the right instant; it filustrates 
the value of the positive and teaches the youth to do; it rep- 
resents compelling interest and stimulates the lazy to strenuous 
action; it develops powers and their consciousness, it develops 
self-control. 

One other good effect urged in favor of football is that it em- 
phasizes the necessity of cherishing the body and maintaining 
the best physical cendition, thus leading young men to avoid 
epervating indulgerces and habits. 

Prof. Woodward admits that bodily risk is involved in the 
game, but contends that most of the accidents are caused by lack 
of proper instruction and training—the green players cause 
them. He sugge:ts that for the purpose of contesting on equal 
terms teams should be classified by weight and professionalism 
completely eliminated. ‘ 

Doting and timid parents will probably recognize more force 
in the admission of bodily risk than in the arguments for foot- 
ball. They may ask what will it profit a youth to gain the 
‘ moral, mental and physical benefits of football if he lose his 
neck? But the brief for football is strong and the risks with 
well-trained players are not great. And after all mental, moral 
and physical strength are not acquired by following the prim- 
rose path of ease and safety. The best that can be done is to 
reduce the evils and risks of strenuous sport to a minimum. 
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Over in Mast St. Louls there.is also a strong sentiment for city 
improvement. Let there be a beautiful city on both sides of 


the great river.

People of Missouri and western districts who desire information 
om the modern science of road building can obtain it free of 
charge by applying to the Office of Public Road Inquiries, which 
is a division of the United States Department of Agriculture, at

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ANEW CHINESE EXCLUSION ACT. 

The question of the renewal of the Geary Chinese Exclusion 
Act, which expires next May, will have to be settled at the 
coming session of Congress. 

It is simpiy a question whether we want to admit the Chinese, 
who are likely to come in great floods, or continue the present 
policy of exclusion. tr 

In 1889 there wero 105,465 Chinamen in the United States. In 
1881, 11,890 more arrived, and 39,579 in 1882. The next year there 
was a falling off of immigration, owing to a re@triction act in 
1882. 

In 189, the Thinese population was 109,776. The Geary Act was 
passed in 1892, with the result that the year 1900 found a popu- 
lation.of only 93,283.” 

In California the number declined from 1890 to 1900 from 72,472 
to 45,7583; in Nevada, from 2833 to 1352. In Oregon and Washington, 
where considerable smuggling has been going on, the Chinese 
population was 10,397 in 1900, as against 9540 in 1890.

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HE WILL RETIRE 


SENATOR ANXIOUS TO GET OUT 
OF PUBLIC LIFE. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 16.—Senator George 
G. Vest of Missouri remains unshaken in 
his determination to retire from public life 
at the expiration of his term. 

His improved health has caused rumors 
of another term about Waghington. To a 


friend he expressed this hope. Senator 
Vest said: 

“I have made up my mind to go out of 
public life, and do not contemplate any 
other result.”’ 

Mr. Vesi is clearly in niuch better heaitn 
than when he went home at the close of 
the last Congress. He appears to have 
Zained about 15 pounds. 

Senator Vest does not expect any general 
tariff reform and feels assured the Repub- 
licans will do nothing injurious to the great 
industrial trusts. 

“I think the Republicans will pass the 
ship subsidy biil, beyond an’y question,” 
said the senator, “and T suppose they will 
Pass some amendatory law on the questien 
of aseaults by anarchists upon the Presi- 
dents of the United States. I have no doubt 
that they will ratify some of the ‘reciproc- 
ity’ treaties, as they call them, especially 
that with France. 

“The colonial policy will be pressed vig- 
orously, as President Roosevelt is as ex- 
treme upon that question as any one can 
possibly be. 

“I do not think that anything material 
will be enacted about the trusts. There 
may be some pretense of attacking the 
trusts, but it will amount to nothing. The 
ccurse of the Republican party in the first 
session of the last Congress shows that 
they do not propose to have any conflict 
with the trusts if they can possibly avoid it. 
The House of Representat ves at that ses- 
sion passed a bill with only one dissent- 
ing vote, and he was a Republican, making 
more stringent the provisions of the Sher- 
man anti-trust act. It came over to the 
Senate about three weeks before the end of 
the session, and the Democrats attempted 
to take it up and discuss it at once.

THIEVES DROPPED 
BOOTY TO ESCAPE

Three unidentified thieves were detected 
stealing four bundles of hay from the yard 
of the feed store of James M. Rice at 250 
St. Louls avenue Friday night.

Elected After Cronin’s Res- 
ignation Is Accepted. 


FORMER CHIEFTAIN NETTLED 


The House of Delegates Friday night car- 
ried out the program arranged for it at a 
caucus held 24 hours before, and elected 
Churles F. Kelly speaker, after accepting 
the resignation of James H. Cronin. 

Speakér Cronin had:said in a signed state- / 
ment that he intended to give up the speak- 
ership in order ‘‘to devote some time to his 
health.” When the time came for his with- 
drawal, he forgot his considerations of 
health, and showed unmistakable signs 
that he was quitting both under pressure 


and under protest. 

In the scene which preceded the installa- 
tion of Kelly, the retiring speaker was the 
chief figure. Then, when the new presid- 
ing officer launched into an inaugural 
speech, he settled back in his chair, ap- 
pe ntly for a nap, and after being checked 
n an effort to follow Kelly's speech with 
one of his own, had little more to say. 

Before the session Cronin upbraided Dele- 

te Burke, whom he considered the chief 
conspirator for his downfall. He had a 
few words of reproach for Kelly aiso, and 
remarked to him, “If I didn't do nothin’, 
maybe you'll find you can’t do nothin’. 
After calling the House to order, Cronin 
called Speaker pro tem. Sweeney to preside, 
and tossed his resignation to Clerk Judge. 
who read it. In the singie sentence of his 
note the speaker tendered his resignation, 
to take eftect immediately, and thanked 
the members for and as- 
istance’’ rendered. “ 

“IT move ye resignation be accepted, 
said Mr. Windmuller, a Republican, after a 
long and painful pause, in which Cronin 
sees up scanning the faces of his former 
allies. 

Mr. Funsch., a public ownership member, 
seconded the motion. Then Cronin gave 
vent to his displeasure.
